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U.5, CHALLENGES 
MOLOTOV PLAN 
FOR KOREA PEACE 

AS FRAUDULENT 


Smith Charges Commu- 
nists Are Violating 
Armistice by Moving 
Arms, Reinforcements 
Into Peninsula. 


GENEVA, June 5 (AP)—The 
United States today challenged 
Communist proposals for “free” 
elections in Korea as fraudulent 
and charged the Communists 
with violating the Korean armis- 
tice now by bringing arms and 
reinforcements into North Korea. 


United States Under Secretary 
Walter Bedell Smith spoke at 
the fifteenth session of the 
Geneva conference on Korea 
after Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov presented a five- 
point statement of principles 
“relating to the peaceful settle- 
ment of the Korean problem.” 

Red China’s Chou En-lai had 
proposed earlier that interna- 
tional supervision of all-Korean 
elections be turned over to the 
Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission, which the West 
says has been unable to function 
because’ of Communist obstruc- 
tion. .Members of the commis- 
sion aré Switzerland, Sweden, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

Charge Red Buildup. 

“At this very time as we sit 
here in Geneva, the aggressors 
in Korea are bringing arms and 
reinforcements into North Korea 
under conditions strictly pro- 
hibited by the armistice and the 
supervisory commission is im- 
potent to check these violations 
because the Communist mem- 
bers of the commission refuse 


to permit the commission to 


act.” Smith said. 

The United States delegate 
said the situation in Korea had 
become so intolerable that Swiss 
and Swedish representatives had 
protested repeatedly in writing. 

Molotov asked the delegates 
to agree on five principles, all 
of which have been argued for 
hours in the previous sessions 
on Korea. free elec- 


elections; the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops; the establishment 
of an international commission 
to supervise the elections; the 
guarantee of final peace in 
Korea. 

Molotov declared if agreement 
could be reached on these prin- 
ciples, further discussion could 
be held 6n those for which it was 
required. 

Foresees Chaos. 

Smith said the all-Korean 
commission proposed by 
Communists would give them 
“power to throw Korea into 
chaos and confusion unless the 
Communist element gets its own 
way.” ‘ 

The C nist-proposed com- 
mission would consist of equal 
humbers of representatives of 
North and South Korea. Smith 
said this ignores the fact that 
“North Korea has only about one 
fifth of the population of Ko- 


Smith asserted the commis- 
Sion would be able to operate 
“only if the Communists want to 
agree and of course they will 
agree on their own terms. This 
is what we have: known for 
Years as the principle of unan- 
imity, or the ‘built-in’ veto.” 

The American delegate said 
Chou’s proposal for internation-

Their testimony at a public 
hearing of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee left 
the commission split 3-to-2 on 
a bill to designate Strauss 
“principal officer” of the AEC, 
with the majority opposing it. 

Commissioner Eugene M. 
Zuckert lined up with Commis- 
sioners Henry D. Smyth and 
Thomas E. Murray, who had 
previously spoken against the 
proposal. Commissioner Joseph 
Campbell sided with Strauss, 
who favors it. Strauss, Campbell 
and Zuckert were appointed by 
President Eisenhower, Murray 
and Smyth by former President 
Truman.

Turkey in a new Balkan mili- 
tary alliance. 

Yugoslavia and Greece, also 
recipients of United States mili- 
tary aid, said the Balkan alli- 
ance is aimed at “strengthening 
peace and collective security in 
the spirit of the United Nations 
charter.” The announcement 
came as the climax of a visit to 
Greece by Yugoslav President 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz.

1. Approval of full committee 
required for appointment of in- 
vestigating subcommittees with 
less than three members. 

4. Selection of investigatin 
committee staff and personne 
subject to approval of the ma- 
jority of committee members. 

3. Written notice must be giv- 
en 16 hours prior to committee 
meeting, unless waived by ma- 
jority of committee.

U.S. Opens Talks With Red China 


HTN HELPFLY MEN Over Americans Detained There 


‘Direct Negotiations Begun. in Geneva— 


Reds Seeking Exit Visas for Some 
Chinese Students in America, , 


GENEVA, June 5 (AP)—The 
United States entered into direct 
talks with Red China today in 
an effort to arrange for the re- 
lease of 80 or more Americans 
who are being detained by the 
Peiping regime. 

This was the first contact be- 
tween the two delegations at the 
Geneva conference and the only 
time the United States and Com- 
munist China have had direct 
negotiations since the Panmun- 
jom armistice talks. 

The United States delegation 
had tried in vain to have. the 
prisoner question negotiated in- 
directly through the good offices 
of the British. The United 
States does not recognize the 
Peiping government; whereas 
Britain does. 

The direct talks were arranged 


when it became clear there was 
no other way to aid the 54 civil- 


ians and 29 military personnel | 


reported to be either under ar- 
rest or unable to obtain exit 
visas. 

Recognition Not Implied. 

In a statement announcing the 
decision, the United States dele- 
gation insisted that the negotia- 
tions should not be interpreted 
as indicating any change in the 
Eisenhower Administration’s at- 
titude toward the Peiping Com- 
munist rulers. 

“United States participation in 
these conversations,” the state- 
ment said, “in no way implies 
United States accordance with 
any measure of diplomatic recog- 
nition to the Red Chinese re- 
gime.”

Most of these projects are 
owhed by corporations. Section 
608, which expired in 1950, had 
liberal loan provisions to en- 
courage construction of housing. 
Congressional commijtees have 
reported that in many instances 
these corporations got loans far 
in excess of their actual costs, 
and were able to pocket the dif- 
ference as a windfall.

The skull was blessed by Car- 
dinal ‘Theodor Innitzer, Arch- 
bishop’ of Vienna, in an unusual 
ceremony this morning in the 
Austrian capital. Among those 
present were Austrian President 
Theodor Koerner, Chancellor 


| Julius Raab, foreign diplomats 


and a large crowd of dignitaries. 

After the skull received. the 
benediction of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, it was borne here 
by a hearse in a solemn proces- 
sion’ through Soviet-occupied 
lower Austria. 

Haydn's headless remains were 
unearthed several days ago and 
put into a new copper coffin in 
the church here. There were 
more ceremonies here when the 
skull arrived. Church dignitaries 
paid homage to the great Aus- 
trian. Sculptor-Professor Gus- 
tinus Ambrosi gently placed the 
skull on a small cushion in the 
coffin. 

The reunion of the skull and 
body marked the end. of a 
strange journey for the com- 
poser’s head. 

Haydn first’ was buried in: a 
Vienna cemetery in 1809. Later 
his body was exhumed and 


brought to Eisenstadt, the home | ’ 


of Prince Esterhazy, Haydn’s 
patron. When the: coffin was 
opened, it was discovered the 
head was missing. 

The mystery was not solved 


until years later. Josef Rosen- | 


baum, Prince Esterhazy’s secre- 
tary, confessed on his deathbed 
he had stolen the head 10 days 
after Haydn’s burial. He said he 
had been bribed by a group of 
doctors who wanted to examine 
the head of a great musician. 
One of the doctors, who ob- 
tained sole possession of the 
skull, willed it to the Vienna 
Academy of Music. On the day 
of his death, however, a doctor 
friend stole the skull. He in turn 
left it to the Pathological Mu- 
seum of Vienna University. 
The Esterhazy family, which 
had pr an elaborate tomb 
as a memorial to the musician, 
wanted to bury the body intact. 


Thus there were three claim- | 


ants to the head—the Academy 
of Music, the University and the 
Esterhazy family. A court finally 
decided the Academy was the 
rightful owner, and «the skull 
was put on display atop a piano:

HARVARD, Ill, June 5 (AP) 
-~ Farm problems got major at- 


tention today from Illinois’ two 
candidates for United States. 
Senator, speaking on the same 
platform at Harvard's annual 
Milk day festival. 


Demotratic Senator Paul H. 
Douglas declared that “the farm- 
er’s present plight is not the 
occasion for drastic tampering 
with his prices, to lower even 
farther the support level which 
he is nominally guaranteed but 
even now seldom reaches on his 
dairy products, wheat and corn.” 


Joseph T. Meek, Douglas's 
Republican opponent, declared 
that the milk farmers want “no 
sugar coated political pills” be- 
fore the November election. The 
milk farmers, he added, “need 
no vote-getting plan to save you. 
You are perfectly capable of 
saving yourself if left alone to 
work out your own destinies.” 

Meek’s Recipe. 

He added: “Illinois and Amer- 
ican agriculture will right. itself 
if four things occur: 

“First, the politicians must 
realize that the farmers want 
to work out their own problem 
and can do it better without vast 
Government schemes which just 
confuse the issue. 

“Second, if the Brannan so- 
cialist addicts are dismissed 
from key spots in the Agricul- 
ture Department in order that 
Administration policies can be 
carried out without impediment 
and even sabotage. 

“Third, if we support the lead- 
ers of the Farm Bureau and the 
Granges in their determined ef- 
fort to aim at the right target, 
even if it is far distant. . . 
That target is freedom of the 
farmer to supply his market un- 
der natural laws. 

“Fourth, we must find the 
markets for the products of this 
great agricultural plant. We 
must, as experts on distribution, 
in advertising, and in selling, 
not alone promise the spendable 
income by sensible tax and 
monetary management, but also 
by creating a desire for more 
nutritive food, such as milk, 
and by making it more acces-

NEW YORK, June 4 (AP)— 
Senators seeking causes of juve- 
nile delinquency were told today 
that 12 or more acts or threats 
of violence an hour were shown 
on New York television screens 
during children’s hours. 

The figure came from Richard 
Clendenen, staff director of a 
subcommittee of the Senate 
committee investigating juvenile 
delinquency. Clendenen, who 
conducted surveys throughout 
the country, testified: “The re- 
sults are dismaying in terms of 
amounts of crimes depicted.” 

Clendenen said he also found 
that elementary school children 
spend 22 to 27 hours a week 
peering at TV screens—about 
the same number of hours as 
they spend in school.

The suddenness with which the Indo- 
china crisis exploded in sensational head- 
lines is one more piece of evidence that 
all is not well. Presumably if diplomatic 
reporting had given a realistic picture of 
the political deterioration in France and 
the military deterioration in Indochina be- 
ginning a year or more ago, Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles would not have 
been compelled to undertake an eleventh 
hour “united action” rescue operation. 


Far too often events have seemed to 
steal up on those charged with formu- 
lating policy, confronting them with a 
desperate situation in which time has 
already run out. 


At the Berlin conference in February 
American Ambassador to Moscow Charles 
Bohlen paid off a bet to an American 
newspaper correspondent. Bohlen had bet 
that the French parliament would ratify 
the European Defense Community treaty 
by February 15 and: his confidence was 
based on reports made by the American 
Embassy in Paris. The treaty is still to 
be ratified.

THERE ARE AT LEAST TWO good and 
sutficient explanations why the American 


Foreign Service has suffered serious im- [ 


t in recent years. One is McCar- 
thyism and the growing tendency to 
blame the diplomatic reporter for the 
bad news he reports. 

A second explanation is the demoraliza- 
tion growing out of political interference 
of another kind. The prize diplomatic 
posts become political rewards, and career 
officers who have spent their lives fitting 
themselves for such posts see them go to 
fat cats who have contributed to party 
campaign coffers. Trained men are 
brushed aside, their experience and 
knowledge ignored. 


A third reason is the economy of the 
past two years which has curtailed per- 
quisites and privileges, thereby seeming 
to break commitments on which career 
officers had planned their lives. The same 
thing applies in the armed ‘services where 
petty economies have produced disillusion 
and demoralization. The Air Force is about 
to lose a large majority of the four-year 
enlistments who have been trained in the 
complicated skills essential to maintain a 
jet air force with electronic controls. 

To one who has talked with American 
diplomats in a half dozen countries the 
wonder is not that the demoralization 
has gone so far. It is that so many able 
and conscientious men and women are 
still trying te do as good a job as pos- 
sible. 

Some have given up. They have re- 
signed or are in process of resign- 
ing. Or they cynically go through the 
motions of filling an office. But again and 
again one finds able and dedicated officers 
working under considerable handicaps. 

The fat cat ambassador has long been 
an American phenomenon. Up until the 
introduction of a civil service system in 
the Foreign Service virtually all diplo- 
matic posts from vice consul on up went 
as political plums. And apparently some 
Republicans would like to see this spoils 
system restored.

The present Ambassador to Great 
Britain is Winthrop Aldrich, a wealthy 
New York banker. America’s Ambassador 
in Paris is Douglas Dillon of the invest- 
ment banking house of Dillon, Read and 
Company. Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, 
wealthy in her own right and married to 
Henry R. Luce, one of America’s richest 
men, is Ambassador to Rome. 

Mrs. Luce recently told friends tnat her 
post was costing her up to $50,000 a year 
out of her own funds. That would not be 
out of line. One reception, given in honor, 
say, of the American delegation to an 
international conference might cost a 
thousand or two thousand dollars. More- 
over the total allowance to the ambassa- 
dor must be divided with other members 
of the embassy staff to help out with the 
cost of their entertainment. 

A recent controversy in the House of 
Commons in London brought out that the 
allowance to the British Ambassador in 
Washington, Sir Roger Makins, is $1600 
a week or nearly $85,000 a year. When 
several Conservative members of the 
house suggested that this was too high, 
one of the parliamentary under secre- 
taries of the Foreign Office firmly re- 
plied that this was the minimum on which 
the ambassador could maintain his posi- 
tion. Similar criticism has been directed 
at the allowance granted Sir Gladwyn 
Jebb, recently named Ambassador to 
Paris. Both men are career diplomats and 
as Grade 1 officers they get a salary of 
$12,600 a year or about half that of an 
American Grade 1 officer. 

Even if the American allowances were 
sufficient to enable the career officer 
without a private income to serve in the 
top posts, there would be justification 
now and then for sending a non-career 
ambassador. Reasons of prestige or special 
knowledge would dictate an exception to 
the career civil service rule. 

But when all of the top posts, the im- 
portant and desirable assignments in 
European capitals, go to political ap- 
pointees, then the disillusion in the career 
service is understandable. Contrary to the 
snide attitude that puts any American liv- 
ing abroad on “the gravy train,” many of 
the men and women in jobs overseas work 
under difficult and disagreeable" condi-

‘Strategy for the West’--- 
Air Power as a Deterrent

HE deterrent strategy of Secretary of State John Foster Dulles is sup- 
ported from an unexpected source—the former Chief of Staff of the 
Royal Air Force, Marshal of the R.A.F. Sir John Slessor. 


Slessor goes 


even farther than Dulles, in a book—‘‘Strategy for the West’’—to be pub- 


lished in the, United States June 23 by William Morrow and Company. 


He 


proposes to implement the deterrent strategy in Europe’ by a new Brussels 


type treaty to be signed in Berlin. 

The Brussels Treaty was signed on 
March 17, 1948, by Great Britain, France, 
Belgium, the Netherlands and Luxemburg. 
Article 4 provides: “If any of the parties 
should be the subject of an armed attack 
in Europe, the other parties will, in ac- 
cordance with Article 51 of the United 
Nations Charter, afford the party attacked 
all military and other aid and assistance 
in their power.” 

The teeth in the new Berlin treaty 
would be a joint protocol attached by 
United States and Great Britain in which 
the two countries state that the “mili- 
tary aid and assistance in their power” 
under Article 4 will take the form of 
air-atomic power. Any aggressor 
would instantly be subjected to the full 
weight of Anglo-American air-atomic 
power. 

+ - . 

THE PRIMARY ARM in warfare today, 
according to Slessor, is the long-range 
bombing force armed with atomic weap- 
ons. The great deterrent, as he calls it, 
should be the first charge on our re- 
sources. 

The power of the air-atomic weapon is 
such, Slessor bélieves, that more destruc- 
tion could be caused in Germany in five 
days, now, than by all the bombing during 
the last war. Effective defense of the 
whole territory of a nation, while it may 
be scientifically possible, is economically 
impossible. 

Furthermore, “attack is the soul of de- 
fense.” The bomber force, by destruction 
of enemy air fields and of aircraft on the 
ground will be the most effective weapon 
for defense of Great Britain and the 
United States. 

These ideas about the air arm are 
not new. Slessor is impressed with the 
need to provide an adequate military 
establishment for NATO without the 
great expenditure now being made for 
armaments. In his search for savings he 
concentrates on Army and Navy forces. 

The main function of the Navy, Slessor 

believes, is to convoy supplies and combat 
submarines. Neither the British nor the 
American Navy is able at present to cope 
with the mine and submarine menace and 
should place their primary emphasis on 
this task. Seat 

Slegsor says that the navies of NATO 
have a good many more aircraft carriers 
than can be justified and he quotes the 
American scientist, Dr. Vannevar Bush, 
“We need a Navy intent on the full ac- 
complishment of its main mission and not 
diverted by the sirens of more spectacular 
fields.” Savings made on carriers could 
all be retained; more effort should 
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anti-aircraft defense of the carriers and 
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great land mass. Railroads and bridges 
are vulnerable and the Soviet’s land 
communications can be broken. 

The sea lanes cannot be broken by 
bombing, but the ships that sail them 
must be protected. Part of. this protec- 
tion will be provided by atomic attacks 
from Navy carriers on the submarine 
bases. Such attacks could be made, how- 
ever, by the long range bomber forces 
just as, or more, effectively. 


With regard to amphibious operations, 
Slessor agrees with Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
former Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, that these will not be practicable 
against a major power, that is, against 
nation with atomic weapons. He admits 
that some small operations may be feasible 
in new Koreas, but no large ones such as 
on Normandy are apt to occur again. 


Dr. Bush’s belief that defensive weapons, 
except air bombing, are increasing in rela- 
tive power of the defensive is shared by 
Slessor. He speaks of ,the shaped charge 
as being lethal to tanks. 

But he does not follow through on this 
idea, since he would have the first line 
ground forces almost completely armored. 

There will be more Koreas, he believes, 
and ground forces are essential, not only 
for such limited war, but also in Europe. 
“In Europe,” he writes, “there must be a 
reasonably adequate show of force there 
on the ground for all to see, not only to 
sustain the morale of exposed populations 
but to act, so to speak, as a fire brigade, 
to counter the tactics of infiltration and 
oppose a bastion to the technique of the 
fait accompli.” 

For new Koreas air atomic power is 
not the proper weapon. It is, Slessor 
says, an unlimited weapon. Other forces 
are needed to deal with limited threats 
in a limited way. 


In this connection Slessor has nothing 
to say about the tactical use of atomic 
weapons. He quotes himself from an ar- 
ticle written 18 years ago: “The airplane 
is not a battlefield weapon,” and adds 
“that is as true today as then.” Certainly 
if the United States is involved in any 
new Koreas, atomic weapons will be used 
for linfited tactical objectives.

Soviet Imperialism Has Subjugated Same Number—

Indochina is a classic example. The 
Communist force there, led by Ho Chi 
Minh, has been able to fight with no little 
success. against the French if a large meas- 
ure because Ho has been able to present 
Communism as a fight against French co- 
lonialism. The resources of France, thrown 
into Indochina, have weakened French re- 
sistence to Communism in Europe. 


It is, furthermore, a notable achieve- 
ment of Communist propaganda that 
Russia has been able to use the power- 
ful anti-colonial sentiment in the under- 
developed regions of the world despite 
some very real facts running counter to 
Soviet propaganda. Chief of these facts 
is that during the last decade or so the 
Western colonial powers have given self- 
government to some 600,000,000 former 
colonial peoples—at the same time that 
Communist imperialism has subjugated 
a like number: 600,000,000. 


Of the one billion human beings in the 
underdeveloped areas still outside the 
Communist camp, only some 170,000,000 
still live in territories controlled by the 
Western powers mere or less as colonies. 

Colonialism, however, is only secondar- 
ily concerned with facts. It is primarily 
an emotional force. It is still a powerful 
emotion in Latin America, in nations that 
have been free of colonial rule for 100 
years or more. It is powerful in the inde- 
pendent—but former colonial—nations of 
Southeast Asia. 


Illogically, anti-colonialism is. relatively 


less important as an emotional force in 

Africa—the last remaining major bastion of 

old-fashion Western colonialism on earth.

AN ASIAN is quoted by Eugene Staley 
in “The Future of Underdeveloped Coun- 
tries” as crying out: “We want freedom 
from contempt.” 

This* would seem t6 come close to the 
heart of the matter. The people of the un- 
derdeveloped areas, whether living tech- 
nically in colonies or not, are demanding 
dignity and status as human beings. This 
often involves a demand for self-govern- 
ment, as well as for decent medical care, 
education and a measure of material well- 


a | being. 


It also involves,” most powerfully, a de- 
mand for an end to racial discrimination. 
Colonialism, in the minds of colonial peo- 
ples, often is identified with the rule of 
the white man over the black, brown or 
yellow man. The United States, as a for- 
mer British colony, has a particular ad- 
vantage in speaking to the people of the 
underdeveloped areas about political “co- 
lonialism”——but this advantage frequently 
is lost because of racial discrimination 
practiced inside the United States. 

Whenever the United States becomes 
identified with any “symbol of contempt” 
in the eyes of the people in the under- 
developed areas, Communism is able to 
make tactical gains. Racism is one such 
symbol. Other symbols include the con- 
spicuous display of wealth by Americans 
abroad, and the organization of American- 
owned enterprises on semi-feudal patterns, 
such as the banana plantations of Central 
America. Such symbols as well as the 
legal possession of colonies are a part of 
the psychology of “colonialism.” 

A minimum condition for winning the 
good-will of the people of the underde- 
veloped areas is not to be identified co- 
lonialism. Or, put positively, the appeal to 
nationalist sentiments, as India’s Prime 
Minister, Jawaharlal Nehru, has pointed 
out, is necessary for the success of any 
enterprise: 

“A movement must define itself in 
terms of nationalism if it is to become 
real to the people. In any Asian coun- 
try, a movement will succeed or fail in 
the measure that it associates itself with 
the deep-seated urge of nationalism. If. 
you go against it, whatever the merits 
of your remedy or your reform, they 
will not be appreciated.” 

Burma would seem to be a fairly. pre- 
cise illustration of Nehru’s dictum. Com- 
munism has been all but defeated by the 
newly independent government of Burma 
because that government identified itself 
with anti-colonialism and nationalism, and 
the Communists failed to win over the 
symbols of nationalism for their own use.

Hated “foreign 
capital” may be withdrawn, in part, mak- 
ing it no easier for the newly independent 
nation to solve its problems. 

Communism promises to solve the press- 
ing problems of disease, poverty and ifl- 
literacy. Communism presents a fairly 
consistent dogma to its followers—only the 
Communists tend to “know what they 
want.” The ultimate purposes of Commu- 
nism—a new form of colonialism, with 
power firmly in the hands of the men in 
the Kremlin—is carefully obscured.

It is fairly easy to state that the d 
States should refuse to be identified with 
any of the “symbols of contempt,” includ- 
ing colonialism, which the people of the 


underdeveloped areas find so odious. It is 
much less easy to know how to do this 
and still keep in being the powerful and 
necessary coalition of anti-Communist Eu- 
ropean “colonial powers,” including Brit- 
ain and France. 

Nor is it easy to know how to destroy 
the “colonial” symbols of banana planta- 
tions in Central America—without at the 
same time destroying the United States 
businesses which created them. Or te 
know how to destroy the mighty “symbol 
of contempt” inherent in racial discrimina- 
tion within the United States. 

It is fairly easy to state that as the 
United States advocates independence for 
colonial peoples, it should not/fail at the 
same time to help solve the pressing so- 
cial and economic problems in the wake 
of independence. It certainly is less easy 
to see how this can be done—and United 
States taxes be reduced. ' 

It is not even too difficult to proclaim 
that as the force of anti-colonialism dimin- 
ishes, with independence, the United States 
should inspire the people of the underde- 
veloped areas with a new cohesive feeling 
—a feeling of belonging to a community 
of free nations engaged in an exciting en- 
terprise of world betterment under democ- 
racy. Can a United States Information 
Agency tell that story abroad effectively 
—when the same Information Agency re- 
cently has undergone a “loyalty purge” 
under the influence of McCarthyism? 


Such dilemmas of United States pol- 
icy arise with increased force because of 
the evident fact that old-fashioned West- 
ern colonialism has been on the decline 
since the “shot heard 'round the world” 
was fired at Concord, Mass., in 1775. 
With increasing insistence the question 
arises: will the liquidation of the rem- 
nants of Western colonialism take place 
as a part of the orderly development of 
the underdeveloped areas of the world 
—or will it merely serve to swell fur- 
ther an already glutted Communist im- 
perialism? 


Liquidation of old-hat colonialism has. 
proceeded most rapidly in precisely the 
area where Communism today is the great- 
est danger— Southeast Asia, including 
India. Chief liquidator has been Britain— - 
still the largest colonial power. It is of- 
ficial British policy to accord self-govern- 
ment to the remaining 35 British colonies 
as rapidly as the welfare of the colonists 
and the safety of the world permits. 

The policy of France, second largest 
colonial power, is somewhat less clear. 
France itself retains the decisive power in 
the French Union, which includes many 
French possessions, and other devices are 
used as well by France apparently for the 
purpose of delaying the inevitable move-

‘Unprecedented Demand’ 
To the Editor of ‘the Post-Dispatch : 

Television broadcasts of the 
Army-McCarthy hearings are going 
only to a few large cities west of the 
Atlantic coast. 

Perhaps the listening and viewing 
needs. of people in the hinterlands 
are of no account, but we keenly re- 
sent the fact that the only glimpses 
we receive of the hearings are bits 
and scraps of badly edited, badly 
photographed “highlights” at incon- 
venient times late in the evening. 


A page and a half, multilithed 


form letter from the National Broad- + 


casting Co. informs us that they 
had to discontinue televising the 
complete hearings because the cost 
was prohibitive and there was dan- 
ger of losing daytime sponsors to a 
rival network. 

We have deep sympathy for the 
broadcasting companies over these 
commercial problems, but no other 
country in the world supports a tele- 
vision industry comparable to ours. 


Advertisers and networks profit- 
ing handsomely from this circum- 
stance should, as a matter of en- 
lightened self-interest, accept respon- 
sibility for televising such programs. 

If one day a large group of dis- 
gruntled citizens should organize to 
demand a Government -controlled 
televiston network because’ that 
is the only way they can receive 
programs geared to their interests 
and needs, the commercial compa- 
nies will scream “‘socialism!"”’ They 
will have only themselves to blame. 


Perhaps the most practical solu- 
tion would be for the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to work out 
some plan by which commercial 
competition could be neutralized 
when Government sessions of any 
kind are being televised. If the 
FCC has not already been bom- 
barded with requests for some such 
action, it is only because most peo- 
ple do not know to whom they can 
direct their complaints.

With Senator McCarthy expected to take the. 


witness stand this week, the investigation into 
his dispute with the Army is nearing a climax. 
The long, devious, unpleasant story has been teld 
and retold on the television screens of the na- 
tion—the story of such an arrogant and unprin- 
cipled bid for power as has seldom occurred in 
American history. : 

President Eisenhower and the Republican 
party leadership now face the question of what 
to do about it. Not what to say, but what to do. 
Not what ambiguous and nameless statements to 
tssue, but what action to take that will protect 
this Administration and this government from 
utter demoralization. 

Of Senator McCarthy's contemptuous determi- 
nation to continue on his wrecking career if 
given the opportunity there is not the shadow 
of a doubt. He has all but promised it. 

He has invited the employes of the Govern- 
ment.to serve him instead of their lawful su- 
perior, Dwight Eisenhower. 

He has demanded that the highest security 
restrictions be ripped to shreds by his self-ap- 
pointed spies and stool pigeons. 


He has boldly and brazenly set out to create 
a reign of terror in the Executive establishment, 
calculated to make its rank and file answerable 
to him rather than to agents of the President. 


He has promised that what the Army got, the 
Centra) Intelligence Agency and the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission will get. 

* * * 

He has shown in a dozen ways that if left in 
command of the powers, the staff and the funds 
of an important committee, he can be expected 
to abuse those powers as he has in the past, to 
subvert senatorial prerogative to personal self- 
exploitation, to trample upon every right and 
every decency and to do it all, now, with the 
malevolent animus of revenge against an Admin- 
istration which dared, however tardily and ir- 
resolutely, to fight back. 


So if there were no principle whatever at 
stake, still President Eisenhower and the Repub- 
lican leadership would be on notice that sheer 
expediency requires bold action to preserve the 
authority, leadership and internal cohesion of 
his Administration. 


The warning is written as clearly as the next 
day on the calendar. It is McCarthy or Eisen- 
hower. It is a Republican party supporting the 
Chief Executive who brought it into power for 
the first time In 20 years, or a Republican party 
marching with the violent demagogue from Wis- 
consin. It is orderly and effective government 
or a weak, disintegrating Administration.

What can be done? There are several possi- 
bilities. Some commentators have suggested that 
the President order his Administration to sever 
all contacts with the McCarthy committee, defy- 
ing its subpoenas and refusing its requests for 
information. Perjury prosecutions based on con- 
flicting testimony in the current investigations 
have been suggested. 

Whatever may be said for both of these 
courses—and certainly Attorney General Brown- 
ell will neglect his duty unless he acts in 
some fashion on the shocking contradictions in 
testimony—both would involve long legal strug- 
gles in which McCarthy would continue to hold 
a position of strength. 

There is a simpler, a more direct and a more 
feasible way of dealing with the situation. It is 
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How to Check McCarthy 


for the Republican party leadership—necessarily 
with the President's support as party leader—to 
remove Senator McCarthy from the Government 
Operations Committee. 

Senator McCarthy wields his immense powers 
as chairman of that committee and of its investi- 
gating subcommittee by assignment of the Sen- 
ate, which at the beginning of this Congress, in 
January 1953, approved the committee choices 
agreed upon by the party caucuses. 

The Republican party conference, consisting 
of all Senators of that party, gave Senator Mc- 
Carthy his particular assignment on the basis of 
seniority, but it is under no obligation to follow 
seniority. As a matter of fact the Democrats ig- 
nored the seniority rule when they chose three 
freshmen for this very committee. 

Nor is there any law which says that a com- 
mittee assignment once male can never be 
changed. By the same process which put McCar- 
thy in charge of the committee, the Senate can 
adopt an amended resojution taking him off of 
it and assigning him elsewhere. 

. . . 

Such a move would require Republican leader- 
ship. The Democrats could not be expected to 
take the initiative where the responsibility is so 
clearly that of McCarthy's own party. Also, the 
step would have to be taken on the Senate floor 
and not in the McCarthy committee, where the 
Republican members are so plainly committed 
to his defense and protection. 

Unquestionably any such proposal would gain 
only partial Republican support. Yet Edward F. 
Woods of our Washington bureau reports else- 
where in this issue that leaders of both parties 
estimate 60 votes—including ‘most of the Demo- 
crats—could be mustered for the move. If this 
is so, all that is needed is the will to do it. 

Once the deed were done, Senator McCarthy 
would be cut down to size. His right to represent 
the people of Wisconsin in the Senate would not 
be interfered with in the least. He could make 
all the speeches and introduce all the bills and 
give all the interviews he cared to. But he would 
be deprived of the powers he has so grossly 
abused—of the power to command TV, radio 
and newspaper attention, to hire and direct a 
sycophantic staff, to swagger about in the trap- 
pings of quasi-judicial authority, to spend the 
taxpayers’ money for political aggrandizement.

Have this Administration and the G.O.P. lead- 
ership the courage and resolution to strike such 
a telling blow at the Senator who threatens them 
so brazenly? Are they ready to accept a com- 
plete break with a Senator who all too obviously 
has already broken with them? 

Are they willing to write him off as a cam- 
paign asset, and reduce him to the status of a 
demagogue without national party support? 

It would take all of these characteristics to 
strip Senator McCarthy of the privileges and 
status which give him power to tear the Admin- 
istration apart. On the record, there is admit- 
tedly not much likelihood that the Republican 
leadership could mobilize such drastic action 
against one who has been counted on to help 
win congressional seats in the fall. 

But’this much is clear: if the Republicans per- 
mit the Army investigation to fizzle out without 
effective action to curtail Senator McCarthy’s 
power, they will have only themselves to blame 
when, kaving so clearly telegraphed his punch, 
he turns that power upon the President and the 
Administration with renewed fury. 


Spirit of Enterprise Note 

What with protective tariffs, subsidies, etc., 
and so on, doubts are expressed from time to 
time about the amount of enterprise that goes 
into private enterprise. We are glad, accord- 
ingly, to report that its spirit is neither dead 
nor dying, but marching on. The factual basis 
for this optimism is a news item from Eliz- 
abethton, Tenn., where a pipeline was being 
laid in front of an automobile agency’s place of 
business, virtually paralyzing that business. At 
this point an indomitable salesman climbed 
down into the pipeline ditch and sold the gang 
foreman a car. With enterprise like that, how 
can we lose? 
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Oppenheimer—and Others , 

“The bitter fruits of a security system which 
is now motivated more by the.risks of politics 
than the risks of disclosure of information.” In 
these words the Federation of American Scien- 
tists condemns the findings in the J. Robert Op- 
penheimer case: _— 

If the sentiments are extreme, they {illustrate 
what a heavy blow the verdict has been to the 
entire scientific community. And they stress the 
need for the earliest possible review by the 
Atomic Energy Commission as a whole. When a 
scientist can be adjudged both loyal and discreet 
in the handling of secrets, and yet be designated 
a security risk, other scientists are entitled to 
ask for clarification of the security system. 

The special board which by a 2-1 split decision 
found against Dr. Oppenheimer made it fairly 
plain that the weightiest consideration in its 
judgment was his so-called “disturbing” attitude 
toward the hydrogen bomb. But if he is to be 
condemned for opposing the initiation of the 
H-bomb project, then at least seven other dis- 
tinguished atomic scientists must be condemned 
with him.

These distinguished scientists were members 
of the General Advisory Committee to the 
Atomic Energy Commission in 1949.

Three 
out of five members of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission agreed with them. So did Congressman 
W. Sterling Cole, now chairman of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy. 

President Truman, however, chose to follow 
the advice of others—including Lewis Strauss, 
now AEC chairman, Dean Acheson, Robert A. 
Lovett, and the majority of the McMahon con- 
gressional committee. These advisers turned out 
to be right, and the others wrong, because of 


facts wholly unknown at the time. But all must 


be given credit for honesty and sincerity.

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Contact With Red China 


The United States has opened its first direct 
negotiations with Red China, in an effort to 
obtain release of some 83 Americans known to 
have been detained in that country. 

Release of these citizens is certainly important 
enough to justify the direct approach. But 
American representatives in Geneva feel obliged 
to explain that the talks do not imply recogni- 
tion or approval “of any sort” of the Commu 
nist Government of China. 

This is, of course, true. For that matter, 
recognition of China would not necessarily im- 
ply approval of the Peiping Government. And 
if there were regular diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two nations, such talks as those 
concerning captive Americans would be con- 
sidered more routine than unusual. 

The very necessity for a kind of backdoor ap- 
proach to the issue of captives clearly shows the 
disadvantages of non-recognition. Yet the Unit- 
ed States cannot recognize China without trust- 
worthy commitments that China will abide by 
international law and cease to support aggres- 
¢sion against world peace. 

This is indeed a dilemma for American di- 
plomacy. What makes the solution more diffi- 
cult is the wall of feeling in Congress that this 
country should not talk to China under any 
circumstances, That explains the explanations 
about non-recognition in Geneva. There the 
United States is talking to China because it is 
clearly to our advantage to do so. 
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Count the Baptists In 

‘As host to the Southern Baptist Convention 
in recent days, St. Louis saw a remarkable dem- 
onstration*of Southern thinking on race segre- 
gation. By an overwhelming vote the conven- 
tion pledged ‘support for the Supreme Court 
ruling against segregation in public schools. 
Not more than 50 of the nearly 11,000 delegates 
stood up to be counted against the resolution. 


This is a most important expression because 
the Southern Baptist Convention represents the 
largest Protestant denomination in the South. 
Behind it are nearly 8,000,000 citizens of those 
states where school segregation has been tra- 
ditional. But as the Rev. Dr. J. B. Weather- 
spoon of Louisville stated, amid long applause:

It Takes Strength to Negotiate

Arms buildup was to give us ‘negotiation from strength,’ 
eminent philosopher says, but despite power America too often 
opposes negotiation; yet that is only alternative to war; the 
strength needed now implies purpose, patience and unity. 


Ralph Barton Perry, Professor Emeritus of Philosophy at Harvard 
University, in a Letter to The New York Times 


Some years ago the country was per- 
suaded to adopt the policy of “negotia- 
tion from strength,” and during the in- 
terval the strength has been achieved 
and published at home and abroad. 
This policy was taken to mean that 
when it became apparent our policy 
was not dictated by weakness the em- 
phasis would be shifted to negotiation. 

But this is not what has happened. 
In proportion as our military and in- 
dustrial power has been increased we 
have become in- 
creasingly disposed 
to threaten and to 
lay Gown ultimata. 

In order that 
their political sup- 
port may be ob- 
tained the Ameri- 
can people have 
been encouraged to 
believe that they 
can have their way 
in the world pro- 
vided only that 
they keep ahead in 
efficiency of atomic 
weapons and in the 
size of the stock- 
pile. We are increasingly dictatorial. 
in relation to our associates and in- 
creasingly bitter and suspicious toward 
our opponents. This attitude of mind 
is unrealistic and fatuous. | 

The world is likely for some decades 
to come to be divided into two opposing 
camps so evenly balanced that open 
war, implemented by modern technol- 
ogy, would be so devastating as to pre- 
vent the realization of the aims of eith- 
er party. > : 
There is no possibility of peace by 
force in any constructive sense of the 
term “peace”; in the sense, namely, of 
a resumption of the social and cultural 
progress through goodwill and co-oper- 
ation. The only alternative to a peace 
by negotiation is a prolonged stalemate 
or an era of violence in which all parties 
are ruined together. 

Peace by negotiation does not mean 
the abandonment of principle. It means 
that the realization of the kind of world 
which we desire, and rightly desire, 
must be postponed until it can be real- 
ized by peaceful persuasion; as is now, 
after centuries of wasteful . bloodshed, 
recognized in the sphere of religion. | 

Meanwhile we must live together on 
the surface of the same planet with 
those with whom we disagree and whose 
creed we believe will ultimately be re-

jected by the suffrage of mankind. 


Peace by negotiation implies that 
there shall be a flexibility of policy 
adapted to time, place and circum- 
stance. It implies making concessions 
as well as demanding them. The door 
to negotiation is closed by every ab- 
solute laid down in advance, such as 
the nonrecognition of Communist 
China, or the nonadmission of Commu- 
nist China to the United Nations or the 
nonpartitioning of Korea, Germany or 
Indochina. 


Peace by negotiation implies a resi- 
due of comity, patience despite provo- 
cations. It implies a will to agree, 
never silenced or weakened by the acri- 
mony of dispute. 


Peace by negotiation implies that the 
initiative and leadership in world af- 
fairs pass from the bitter-enders, how- 
ever strong, and from the utopians, 
however. idealistic, to statesmen who 
contrive workable formulas of settle- 
ment. 

Our diplomatic agencies are said to 
be imprisoned by public opinion and by 
domestic politics. This is undoubtedly 
true, but it is often forgotten that these 
agencies themselves are largely respon. 
sible for the imprisonment. 


Public officials themselves create po- 
litical forces and popular attitudes. 
They are the principal instruments not 
only of political action but of political 
education. Through their perpetual 
harping on the menace of Communism 
they have created a political atmos- 
phere in which anti-Communism has 
become the chief condition of social 
prestige and of appointment or election 
to office. 


In this atmosphere paramount politi- 
cal power is exercised by full-time ca- 
reer anti-Communists who have no other 
asset or qualification whatsoever—no 
ideas, no solutions of problems, no en- 
lightment, nothing but the tedious re- 
iteration of this negative appeal to fear 
and suspicion. 


Strength means not only batgaining 
power, but also magnanimity. A pow- 
erful America ean afford to make con- 
cessions without loss of pride. There is 
a kind of pride which manifests itself 
in self-congratulation, boasting, or the 

_ brandishing of weapons, and which has 
to be excited by a tribal war dance. 
This is the pride of the weak. 

‘The pride of the strong manifests it- 
self in the steady pursuit of long-range 
objectives of the sort which can be 
achieved only by understanding and 
generosity.

1—That Dr. Oppenheimer is 
a loyal citizen and that the evi- 
dence of his “deep devotion to 
his country in recent years” is 
“eloquent and convincing.” 

2—That he should not be 
given clearance. 

The first finding was unani- 
mous, The second was arrived 
at by a 2-to-1 vote of the inves- 
tigative board. In attempting 
to explain away the contradic- 
tion between the two findings, 
the majority members indicated 
they do not consider Dr. Oppen- 
heimer a good “risk” because 
of his associates, because he is 
susceptible to “influence,” be- 
cause he opposed the H-bomb 
project up to the time that 
President Truman ordered it 
started and because Dr. Oppen- 
heimer was “less than candid” 
in his testimony before the 
board. 

Thus, Dr. penheimer has, 
in effect, been branded as po- 
tentially unreliable — not be- 
cause of any evidence that he 
is but because of lurking fears 
in the minds of board members 
that he might at some time be 
influenced to do something that 
would not be in the interest of 
security. 

Unfortunately, fears, because 
they are born of the mind, can- 
not be accurately measured as 
to their reasonableness. Some 


‘persons are miore fearful than 


others. Yet -we have reached 
the point where we are attempt- 
ing to run a government, a so- 
ciety, a defense program and an 
atomic development program on 
the basis of fears and suspicions, 
the great intangibles. 


* * - 
If Dr. Oppenheimer is judged 


on the basis of his service to 
his country, on the basis of his 
refusal to entertain the idea of 
“leaking” scientific secrets to 
Communists, on the basis of his 
desire to keep Communists out 
of the atomic program and.on 
the basis of distaste for Com- 
_munistic principles, once he 
came to understand them, there 
could be no doubt of the final 
verdict. 


If he is to be judged on the 
basis of whether he might pos- 
sibly be a “risk” since he has 
friends whose loyalty is suspect- 
ed and since he opposed the 
starting of the H-bomb project 
On moral and practical scien- 
tific grounds, the ultimate de- 
cision could go either way. 


We have been operating in 
this country on the belief that 
the prudent course is to shun 
any man who might be consid- 
ered a “risk” in any sense of 
that term. But we encounter 
other grave risks when we try 
to judge men on the basis of 
surmise, suspicion and fears. 

First, is the risk of doing in- 
justices to individuals and their 
reputations. That risk might be 
ignored if national survival were 
at stake. 


Second, there is the risk of 
losing for the nation the serv- 
ices of some of our most bDril- 
liant scientists. If this case 
goes against Dr. Oppenheimer, 
it wil] not be surprising if scien- 
tists will be unwilling in the 
future to lay themselves open 
to possible attack by advising 
the Government on the launch- 
ing of research projects, such 
as the project for the H-bomb. 

Finally, there is the risk of 
creating a national atmosphere 
so charged with suspicion of 
man against his neighbors that 
we will lose all confidence in 
ourselves, our government and 


our institutions.

The board's 


report. has the external appearance of a sober, painstaking and 
high-minded approach to the balancing of national interest and 


individual . interest. 


Unanimously the board decided that Dr. 


Oppenheimer is a loyal citizen, and it commended his “high degree 


of discretion.” 


Yet two of the three members recommended that 


the country dispense with the services of a scientist of unique 
talents on the ground that he constitutes a security risk. 


The result is a paradox: The 
man who had more than per- 
haps anyone else to do with the 
realization of the atom bomb is 
now to be insulated from the 
area in which he made his great- 
est contribution. It is impos- 
sible to avoid the conclusion 
that the board majority has been 
trapped by a frighteningly nar- 
row and inflexible interpreta- 
tion of the requirements of the 
security system. 


Despite Oppenheimer’s oppo- 
sition to the H-bomb program 
in 1949, the board majority 
acknowledges that thereafter he 
“did not oppose the project in 
a positive or open manner, nor 
did he decline to co-operate in 
the project.” Yet the board 
concludes that had he “enthu- 
siastically supported the ther- 
monuclear program either be- 
fore or after the determination 
of national policy, the H-bomb 
project would have been pur- 
sued with considerably more 
vigor.” , 

This is a truly shocking com- 
mentary. Does the board really 
mean that a man should be ex- 
pected to anticipate a decision 
and temper his convictions to 
conform with what later may 
turn out to be a popular course? 
What is this but a formula for 
intellectual dishonesty? What 
the board seems to require is 
that scientists abandon - their 
own integrity for a form of what 


George Orwell called “double- 
think.” This is the sort of tor- 
tured reasoning and perverted 
logic one might expect to find 
in the pages of Pravda. 

Here, then, is a new crite- 
rion of security: enthusiasm. 
Apparently a man is to be 
judged not by whether he loy- 
ally follows a decision once 
made, but by whether he an- 
ticipates the decision and swal- 
lows his honest doubts te en- 
thuse over it. criterion 
seems to assume that scien- 
tists are mere robots, devoid 
of all humanity, moral judg- 
ment and even opinion. 

In the long run what the se- 
curity board says about Dr. Op- 
penheimer is not the crucial 
question, except as it acts to de- 
prive the country of the serv- 
ices of a man of great genius 
and world renown. . 

What is of transcendental im- 
portance is that there be evolved 
some more intelligent criteria 
for assessing the relationship of 
an individual to the national se- 
curity. Dr. Oppenheimer’s ap- 
peal to the atomic energy com- 
mission may help. But a resolu- 
tion of the basic problem de- 
pends upon understanding in the 
White House and the agencies of 
Government that an accurate 
appraisal of the subjective pro- 
cesses that influence men’s 
thoughts is beyond human cap- 
ability, and that the quest for 
absolute security in this res 
is likely to produce a te 
sterility.

We are alert to 
the peril today, and we cannot 
afford to have a man in a cru- 
cially important area of our na- 
tional defense who might in- 
advertently give away vital 
secrets to the enemy. 

Carelessness about such mat- 
ters in the past has led to the 
betrayal of crucial information 
to Russia by such traitors as 
Fuchs in Britain, and the Rosen- 
bergs in the United States. We 
must not invite the recurrence 
of such disasters. 

The Gray commission is right, 
therefore, in holding that Dr. 
Oppenheimer is a security risk.

IVEN all the circumstances, 

it seems to us that, in the

If it wasn’t question- 
ing his loyalty, it was certainly 
questioning his honesty when it 
held that his opposition—along 
with that of every other mem- 
ber of the AEC’s general advis- 
ory committee—delayed the H- 
bomb program. 

Does this mean that here- 
after a scientist whose judg- 
ment doesn’t coincide with the 
prevailing opinion its to be 
suspected of treason? In that 
case, shouldn’t we go back to 
the ancient of execut- 
mg a general whe 
battle? 

When the frenzy of these 
chaotic days is over, we think 
the one thing that American 
people will regret the most is 
the injustice done to Dr. J. Rob- 
ert Oppenheimer to whom this 
country owes so much.

This is a new philosophy for 
pure science—and one guaran- 


teed to halt scientific advance- 
ment as quickly as destruction 
of our physics laboratories. 

A genius is found to be a se- 
curity risk after having finished 
long ago his superior and super- 
secret work on the atom bomb, 
having contributed to building 
of the hydrogen bomb. 

It's like finding that a superb 
surgeon who has just completed 
a successful operation that saved 
a man’s life is not to be trusted 
to perform operations. 

That may make sense to 
people who write our security 
regulations and to boards that 
endorse them.

His sins were 
then condoned, only to be 
brought against him a few 
months ago by the AEC, which 
is under the direct authority of 
President Eisenhower.

Hoffman, who had suffered 
from heart trouble recently, had 
been dead for seven or eight 
hours before his body was dis- 
covered late in the afternoon. 
in his apartment hote in New 
York. He apparently had col- 
lapsed while dressing. 


As Governor of New Jersey 
from 1935 to 1937, Hoffman's 
term covered the sensation trial 
in which Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann was convicted of the kid- 
naping and murder of 19-month- 
old Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. 

Hoffman, who enjoyed a wide 
reputation as a story teller and 
wit, was president of the Circus 
Saints and Sinners, a social or- 
ganization of business and pro- 
fessional men devoted to fun and 
charity. 

The former Governor is sur- 
vived by his widow, Mrs. Lillie 
May Hoffman, and two married 
daughters.

PROVIDENCE, R.I., June 5 
(AP) — Dr. Henry M. Wriston, 
p >sident of Brown University, 


Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, in a 
campus address yesterday for 
refusing to tell government ex- 
ecutive agencies the names of 
133 alleged Communists work- 
ing in sensitive industries. 

Wriston asserted Senator Me- 
Carthy “is not really rooting out 
Communists — he is hoarding 
them.” 

In refusing to turn over his 
list to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Senator McCar- 
thy “is saving the list for his 
exploitation,” Wriston said. He 
added that the Senator “would 
rather let these hoarded secu- 


than have anyone else get them 
out.” 

Wriston, chairman of a spe- 
cial commission named to study 
foreign service operations of the 
State Department and recom- 
mend improvements to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, described the 
McC y-Army hearings as a 
first-hand lesson in political 
science for all America. Said 
Wriston: 

“They have seen filibuster 
methods at their crudest; they 
have observed chairmanship as 
firm as a bowl of (jelly) that 
never set; they have watched 
calculated rudeness; they have 


seen diversionary tactics car- 
ried to the point of total ir- 
relevancy; they know .the fa- 


mous ‘points of order’ were 
calculated disorder; bullying 
was painfully obvious .. . they 
have heard a man boast that he 
has a patent on patriotism, that 
any other brand of patriotism is 
false or an infringement. 
“They have heard him claim 
a copyright on investigative pro- 
cedure and have had forced on 
their attention its defect. These 
are only a sample of the sena- 
torial failings that were brought 
home to many millions in a

And, as the curtain 
dropped on Henry's plea for tolerance, I forgot all about 
logic and understeod the tears on the actor’s face becaus¢é 
there were a few on my owp. 

Fonda's alcoholic monologue, mind you, is not just a 
piece of special pleading. As Lt. Barney Greenwald puts it, 
tolerance, to be worthy of the name, must extend not only 
to the shaky and hard-pressed, but even to the bullies who 
are persecuted only by their own delusions. It must em- 
brace not only those who fumble, but those who scoff and 
poke fun at the fumblers and pretend they never fumble 
themselves.

I came away from the theater with the feeling 
that Fonda’s five minutes of drunken oratory were 
more important, tolerance-wise, than a hundred 
editorials on the subject. For, as I count it, each ~° 
year that “Caine” plays in New York, almost half 
a million people will see it, and hundreds ef thou- 
sands of others will catch up with it when it takes 
te the road. Add foreign productions, the about- 
to-be-released movie, the eventual television screen- 
ings, and there’s no estimating how far the law- 
yer’s inspired outburst may ge or how much good 
it may do.

@ 1MAY BE KIDDING MYSELF ABOUT THIS, but rd 
like to think that this was all apparent to Fonda the day he 
read the Herman Wouk script. I'd like to think that the star, 
who had his pick of several leading roles, including the one 
in my own production, turned them all down for a secondary 
part because it gave him the chance, eight times a week, to 
say something that meant something. If such be the case, 
then, knowing what I do about the idiosyncracies of actors,

Planning Agencies Just Can't Keep Up With Rapidly Increasing Population, Now Estimated at 484,000 -

EUGENE BAUGHMAN is 
M q% tall, earnest, slightly- 
- harassed looking young 
man, and a very hard one to 
catch up with. His office at the 
St. Louis County Court House 
is just a place to start from each 
day, From then on he gives the 
impression ef a man in training 
for the four-minute mile. 
Bayghman, in turn, is trying 
to catch up with something him- 
self, namely, St. Louis County. 
As director of the County Plan- 
ning Commission, an agency 
with the aim of keeping up with 
and coordinating the develop- 
ment of one of the fastest grow- 
ing areas in the United States 
today, Baughman has been chas- 
ing the county for almost 10 
years. He's still running @ little 
behind. 


Baughman isn’t alone. The 
population of St. Louis County 
is increasing so rapidly and 
homes, subdivisions and even 
towns. continue to spring up so 
suddenly that it is impossible to 
gain accurate facts and figures 
on how fast and which way the 
county is growing. As Girard 
Varnum, head of the County 
Chamber of Commerce puts it, 
a man has to run like the devil 
to stay where he is. 


To begin with, the county is 
unigue, even in a period of 
rapidly growing communities. 
There is no place in the United 
States, or perhaps in the whole 
world quite like it, Baughman 
points out.

HY do areas incorporate? 

Many of them do it, Baugh-

selves sitting around a table 
without enough money for 
stamps and stationery. What lit- 
tle they have goes for admhin- 
istrative expense. And evéry 
time a town is incorporated; -it 
automatically eliminates itself 
from detailed county jurisdic- 
tion, which means control of 
zoning, building construction, 
planning, road maintenance, 
traffic regulation and so forth.

From Possum Trot —

HERE are seasons when the haying goes smoothly all 

‘summer. And there are others, even in dry times, 

when all the forces of Nature seem to conspire against 
us. Thus it was with the ovefcast weather of last week, 
which gave us little in the 
way of needed moisture, 
yet kept the hay from our 
first meadow lying in the 
windrow for eight days at 
Possum Trot farm. I'd 
gone to Washington over 
the weekend, after getting 
this hay cut on Friday, and 
left Matt to rake it on 
Monday and supervise the 


barn. But when I came 
home on Wednesday, the 
hay was still in the wind- 
row, having been raked 
twice and showered on be- 
tween-times. Ern had come 
with the baler on Tuesday 
and they'd turned off a 
: few bales which were 

. hauled in and stored away. 
But these were obviously too green, so that they stopped. 

.We turned the rest of the windrows by hand on Thurs- 
day afternoon and again Friday morning, scattering them 
with pitchforks so every stem could take advantage of 
whatever sun came through the clouds. Finally at about 
dinner-time, the clouds broke away, and by 2 o'clock the 
big red baler was chugging round the field, rolling out the 
bales in rapid succession. I worked ahead of it, raking the 
scattered windrows into order again. And behind came 
Matt, Lovell Hatridge and Dick Nickelson, with Junior driv- 
ing the truck. Almost as fast as the bales fell, they were 
loaded and off to the barn. As the last ones went in at 5 
o'clock, big thunderheads were piling up in the west and 
the sky was lit by flashes of lightning. But no rain fell 
and by next morning the skies were clear again.

@ .ALL THE NEW METHODS OF HAYING which have 
developed during recent years are a help in handling and 
saving the crop. The tractor mower cuts a seven-foot swath. 
This enables one man to mow upwards of 20 acres a day 
instead of four acres, about the limit with the horse-drawn 
outfit. The side-delivery rake is an even greater time-saving 
tool, moving round and round the field at high speed and 
raking the hay into an endless windrow which is easily 
handled by the baler or chopper.

The only fallacy in this business of labor-saving 
“machinery is the idea that it cuts down on the 
work. The truth is that you work just as hard as 
ever, but get a great deal more accomplished in the 
same number of man hours. Thus the efficient 
farmer works fewer hours than he did a genera- 
tion ago and it is true that he escapes some of the 
worst drudgery. But he works just as hard while 
he works, farms twe or three times as much land 
and handles more érops and livesteck than were 
possible in an earlier day.

@ WHEN YOU’RE WATCHING THE FARM day by day, 
you seldom notice how rapidly everything grows at this 
season. But spend just part of a week away; as I did last 
week, and you're amazed at the way everything .shoots 
ahead. The corn which hadn't broken through the ground 
when I feft is now four or five inches high and almost ready 
for-its first plowing. All of the oats -have headed out at 
once, facing us with a real problem of whether we can let 
them go until the orchard grass and alfalfa are baled and 
in the barn. For the feed value of oats when mowed for 
hay depends on getting it while the leaves are still green 
and the grain itself is just starting to fill out the heads.

When I arrived home, I found new peas and 
new potatoes in the kitchen; neither of which had 
been ready when I left. On our one pie-cherry 
tree just outside the kitchen, all the cherries were 
turning red at once. And these must be har- 
vested if we want our share ahead of the birds. 
At almost any time of day we can look out and 
see the red-bellied woodpecker, orchard oriole or 
titmouse tugging away at the ripe fruit. And once 
Ginnie saw what she thought was a flock of Eng- 
lish sparrows but turned out to be cedar wax- 
wings.

GHOSTLY type of flight is 
being rapidly developed by 
the Air Force. 


Four-engined bombers and 
speedy jets—in greater numbers 
than the public suspects—are 
taking off, flying about and 
landing again without a single 
human being aboard. Painted 
gleaming yéllow with black 
stripes or flaming red, these 


“drones” are appearing with 
more and more frequency over 
this Gulf Coast area, in New 
Mexico and along the California 
shoreline near Santa Barbara. 


For these pilotless operations, 
the Air Force is training a new 
generation of technicians and 
expert aviators called “beeper 
pilots.” 


These men do their flying by 
remote control with “beeper” 
boxes—so called because of the 
sound they emit—on the ground 
or in control planes. Only the 
cream of the crop, those with 
exceptional skill as pilots or 
technicians, can qualify. It is 
the training ground for virtually 
all the Air Force’s missile proj- 
ects and is being counted on to 
hold great appeal for space- 
minded American youth,

Great Britain, which started 
television on a regular basis in 
1936, three years before this 
country, remains a strong sec- 
ond with seven stations reaching 
95 per cent of the country, and 
nearly 3,500,000 sets. 

Canada, a late comer that did 
not get into TV until mid-1952, 
is moving up fast and now has 
nine stations and approximately 
750,000 sets.

FROM THE STANDPOINT of 
numbers alone, the United States 
has 85 per cent of the world’s 
459 stations and 86 per cent of

Latin America has 24 stations 
in six countries, with more on 
the way.

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Answers to 
Housewives: 
_ Questions

E can well understand why 
the reader who wrote this 
letter sign 
“We would greatly appreciate 
help in solving this blem, We 
live in a charming old house; in- 
vaded by a colony of bees which 
established a hive between the 
first and second floors. After the 
entrance-hole was sealed off by 
the replacement of new gutter- 
ing, one of the men happened to 
break some of the honeycomb 
and the honey has slowly oozed 
through the plaster and paper of 
the living room ceiling; The 
brown spot is more apparent 
and moist in the hot months of 
summer than during the winter. 
“We have been told that per- 
haps we could seal off the honey 
by painting over the spot with 
aluminum paint and then having 
the whole ceiling painted with 
a rubberized-base paint. As the 
walls are still in good condition, 
only the ceiling would be paint- 
ed. Can the ceiling be: painted 
directly over the ceiling paper?” 
Don't use an aluminum paint 
for this purpose. Instead, use a 
three-purpose primer and sealer. 
This is a white pigmented shel- 
lac which dries to a flat finish. 
It is white in color—not to be 
confused with ordinary shellac, 
which of course is clear. You 
can paint over this primer and 
sealer with any type of finish 
coat that you prefer. 
- * ” 


HERE IS A SUGGESTION 
from Mrs. W-C.M.: “Some time 
ago a housewife wrote to you 
and wanted to know what to do 
with her bath towels when they 
fray at the edges. I want to tell 
you what I did to mine. I bound 
them with tape. They look nice, 
and it prolongs the life of the 
towel.” 

Sounds like a very practical 
idea. Thank you, Mrs. M

“OURS ARE old window 
frames, if that has any bearing 
on the subject,’’ explains 
“Breezy.” “I'll purchase a large 
can of fresh putty from the most 
reliable concern. I then proceed 
to remove most of the old putty 
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from around the window panes 
and apply a stretch of fresh 
putty. This I carefully smooth 
out, being careful not to apply 
too thick a coating. The job will 
really look quite professional 
and then, alas, about six months 
or so later when the weather 
has had its effect you can 
imagine my dismay to find that 
the whole strips of putty cake 
up and fall off. We are constant- 
ly. removing these putty strips 
from our window sills. A 
“Is it the fault of the putty? 
Or is it because I don't er 
to paint same after it is dry. 
It is discouraging to have to 
apply putty after a few months, 
but it is either that or have the 
wind come whistling in. So do 
you have any suggestions to 
offer this discouraged would-be 
glazier who is about to board 
up his windows?” 

Hold it, Breezy, you needn't 
resort to such drastic measures. 
The answer is as simple as this: 
Don’t use putty, use a glazing 
compound (there are a number 
on the market). These glazing 
compounds never dry hard; they 
could be scraped out years later 
but they won't crack and fall 
out. Since putty does harden, it 
can’t take contraction and this 
is where you run into trouble. 
Glazing compounds have almost 
completely replaced putty on 
commercial jobs because they 
don’t come out until taken out, 
and then they are easily re- 
moved. 

Also, if you are applying put- 
ty after the old putty is removed 
you should paint that part of 
the wood where the new putty 
is to be applied with linseed 
oil. This is not necessary, but 
it is advisable, if you are using 
a glazing compound.

“EVIDENTLY I filled my fry 
pan too full of cooking oil, 
writes M. T. “When I put the 
potatoes in the oil boiled over 
the sides and I had a few excit- 
ing minutes.

Starfish offer a good exam- 
ple. One finds them all along 
southern California’s coastline, 
in deep blues, purples, pinks 
and coral, in multi-colored. clus- 
ters around piers or in shallow 
pools. They're easy and safe to 
catch, and just as ‘easy to cure. 
For a permanent souvenir, 
merely boil a starfish about as 
long as it takes to hardboil an 
egg, then swab it once a day for 
four or five days with formal- 
dehyde, available at any drug 
store. 

Santa Barbara county is noted 
for its abalone, found clinging 
to rocks just beyond the low 
tide line. The abalone is related 
to the clam, but it has a lovely 
jewelry shell big as a plate and 
lined with mother-of-pearl that 
polishes into a beautiful sou- 
venir. Abalones are delicious 
seafoods.

Even Some ‘Experts’ Wreck ’Em|

In spite of the long, long 
drouth, it has been a beautiful 
spring. Yet here and there 
weather injuries may be seen, 


‘lespecially among evergreens 
| and large deciduous trees. 


Most of the fatalities were 


| among trees that had been liv- 
"| ing on a small margin of safety. 


For example, among the ones I 
have noted were elms that had 
been diseased; oaks that had 


wee. | been partially suffocated by fills 


when the ground level» was 
raised (gradually causing die- 
back first on the top of the 
tree); oaks that had lost too 
many roots during the construc- 
tion of buildings, walks and 
drives; a purple-leaved plum 
with its trunk riddled by sap- 
suckers; spruces planted on 
slopes, where the water drained 
away too rapidly. é 

Many kinds of trees have lost 
numerous small branches. I’ve 
noticed this not only among 
oaks and elms, but also among 
ornamentals such as dogwoods, 
mimosa trees, and evergreen 
magnolias (M. grandiflora). This 
dead wood should be trimmed 
away, and smaller trees may 
need some additional pruning 
and shaping. 

Avoid too heavy pruning, 

though, and protect your trees 
from self-styled “tree surgeons” 
that “top” shade trees, cutting 
them back so that they are un- 
sightly stumps. Such butchery 
should be punishable as an act 
of mayhem. Topping not only 
destroys the beautiful shapes 
which nature gives to trees, but 
also weakens the trees, so that 
they are subject to wind dam- 
age. 
- Many small evergreens also 
show the effects of the \drouth. 
I've seen dead branches on Ilex 
rotundifolia, and even on drouth- 
tolerant Pfitzer junipers. Many 
of these plants will recover, but 
some have lost so much wood 
that there is little hope that 
they can be restored to sym- 
metry. 

In many gardens yews have 
suffered premature yellowing 
and loss of old needles. Al- 
though this is a distress signal, 
most of these plants seem to 
be putting out fresh new 
growth. 

Browned tips of the new 
growth of yews, the outer petals 
of roses, and tops of grape vines, 
can be traced to the late April 
freeze. The sudden change from 
summer to winter also ‘nipped 
the succulent buds of many 
hardy -trees, causing brown 
“burns” on leaves and in some 
instances loss of the early 
foliage. These injuries, which 
are not serious, may be noted 
on dogwoods, as well as on shade 
trees like sycamores and sweet 
gums, and on walnut trees and 
others. 

Frost damage, of course, can- 
not be avoided. Excessive injury 
from the drouth is a reminder 
that hungry, poorly nourished 
plants lack the stamina to en- 
dure adversity. Such sad experi- 
ences can largely be prevented 
if shrubs and trees are planted 
carefully to begin with, and are 
then systematically fed and 
mulched. 

As a matter of fact, conva- 
lescent shrubs and trees can also 
be speeded to recovery if they 
are given special care. For yews 
and boxwoods there is nothing 
like a good mulch of stable ma- 
nure—or that priceless fertilizer, 
cow manure. Lacking animal

up” of foliage fertilizer. 
Leaf feeding has been com- 


pared to a blood transfusion, 
since it encourages plants to 
make such a quick response. 
Trees and shrubs may safely be 
fed at least twice a month to 
mid-Jyly, if care is taken to use 
solutions of the recommended 
strength. 

It is best to entrust the feed- 
ing-of large trees to a profes- 
sional tree service, since fer- 
tilizers should be put at least 
15 to 24 inches deep. Under- 
ground feeding devices can be 
helpful if the water is allowed 
to seep in slowly. A too-forceful 
stream can make holes as in- 
jurious as the runs of moles and 
gophers. 

Reconditioning the surface 
soil beneath a tree can also be 
very helpful, according to Cur- 
tis May, of the United ‘States 
Department of Agriculture's Di- 
vision of Plant Pathology. “The 
practice of raking and burning 
the fallen leaves each autumn 
and removing all grass clip- 
pings eventually reduces the 
fertility of the soil to such a 
low point that the trees may 
not get enough of the mineral 
elements they need,” he. ex- 
plains. “This annual depletion 
may not ‘affect the tree for sev- 
eral decades of its early life, 
but after 30 te 50 years signs 
of mineral depletion are often 
evident.” 

In addition to putting chem- 
ical fertilizers deep into the 
soil, Dr. May suggests aerating 
the top 4 to 6 inches of clay 
soils by working in manure,

or decayed leaves, using a 
spading fork, to avoid injury to 
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roots. 

He also recommends a sur- 
face of mulch of leaves or saw- 
dust, or other organic wastes. 
Along with these organi¢ mate- 
rials it is best to add a balanced 
chemical fertilizer to ensure a 
plentiful supply of nitrogen for 
the tree roots. 

Although some gardeners ob- 
ject to the appearance of the 
mulches beneath a tree 
groundcover plantings may be 
added to give a decorative ef- 
fect. Myrtle, pachysandra, eu- 
onymus or the Missouri Botan- 
ical Garden ivy will thrive 
when set out in a heavy organic 
mulch. Once this covering of 
vines is established, it is com- 
paratively easy to feed and 
mulch a shade tree.

Several of his friends think that the reason may be largely due to 
Durante’s personality. He is an extremely oe person, restive 
and unhappy when alone, but immediately vita when people are 
around. 

Much of Durante’s success has stemmed from his ability to exploit 
his foibles into assets. He has made the most of his promontoried nose, 
his deep raucous voice, his word-mangling English.. One of his latest 
numbers, in which he wears a series of ludicrous hats, is a song with a 
typical Durante title, “I Refuse to Wear a Beret.” It was composed 
especially for Durante’s uniquely stylized delivéry by his songwriter, 
Jack Barnett. 

Once Durante has popularized a song, hardly any other vocalist 
dares attempt it. “I think when I sing a song I roon it for anybody 
else, says ante. “It's like the kiss of debt. I do somethin’ to it 
you just can’t phantom out.” ,

bowl. Field specializes in a Caesar salad of gourmet caliber. 

He begins by frying croutons in olive oil which has 
been flavored by dropping into it a clove of garlic, and re- 
moving this when browned. The wooden is rubbed 
with another garlic clove, then the washed greens, drained 
to remove moisture, are torn into medium-sized pieces and 
dropped in. Olive oil is dribbled over the greens, then the 
lemon juice. Dry mustard, pepper, salt and grated cheese 
are ed on top. 

eggs are coddled (bring pan of water to a boil, put 
in eggs in the shell, turn off heat, let stand for a minute and 
a half), then beaten lightly and poured in. Now the salad 
is tossed, just enough to mix thoroughly but not so vigor- 
ously that greens are bruised, until no trace of the egg is 
visible. Croutons ate added an instant before serving, toss- 
ing briefly to mix them in. A few anchovies may be strewn 
over the top or cut into small pieces and mixed in with the 
croutons. This salad be served at luncheon, dinner or 
as part of a late snack for four. 

INGREDIENTS: For‘the croutons—two cups cubed bread 
(protein bread is best), about two es olive oil for 
frying, clove garlic for oil. For the salad—two 
heads romaine lettuce (part Bibb lettuce may be used, i{ 
available), garlic for rubbing bowl, six tablespoons olive oil, 
two lemons for juice, two eggs, one-half cup grated par

THE AUTHOR: Freimdk Armour rose from a Heinz plant guide to vice president in 
charge of U.S. operations, now jokes, ‘People say have ketchup in my veins. 


PITTSBURGH, PA. 
INCE I HAVE become a vice president 
of H. J. Heinz Co. here, I have fre- 
quently been called upon to address 
groups of young people who want to know 
if I have a formula for getting ahead in 
business. 

Unfortunately, there is no such for- 
mula. But, over the last 27 years, I have 
learned there is more humor than truth in 
the book a New York advertising man 
wrote called How to Succeed in Business 
Without Really Trying. 

In fact, if I were to write a book from 
my Own experience, my: title would be 
You Can't Succeed in Business Without 
Really Trying. 

The only equipment I brought to my 
first joh with Heinz was a piece of advice 
from my father: “Son, if you never do 
any more than you get paid for, you'll 
never get paid for very much.” 

I found he was right. But I can now add 
a few suggestions of my own: 

1. Think of the company first when you 
have a decision to make. You can’t be 
suceessful in an unsuccessful company. 

Sometimes this is hard to do. Not long 
after I started in as a guide for visitors at 
the Heinz plant, I was promoted to some- 
thing called assistant superintendent of the 
Employes’ Service Building. This meant 
that I organized the cleaning crews. When 
one of them was sick, I pushed a mop 
around myself. 

My future looked dim. I wanted to go 
out on the road as a salesman, and so I 
arranged for a transfer to sales. Then the 
sales vice president summoned me. 
“Young man,” he said, “I understand you 
want to be a salesman. Well, I don’t want 
you to be a salesman—not yet.” 

1 was disappointed, but I obeyed orders. 
Soon I got my first “break,” an assignment 
to organize the Heinz exhibit at a Pitts- 
burgh food fair. This led to similar jobs at 
fairs all over the country and, finally, to 
assistant advertising manager. 

2. Take every advantage of a “break.” 
In business, breaks usually come in the 
form of new assignments or transfers to 


new jobs. While somebody else may give 
you such a break, only you can hold on 
to it. 

My biggest break came at the beginning 
of World War Il when I was put in charge 
of converting part of a food plant to the 
production of airplane parts and glider 
wings. It was a challenging assignment 
that called for everything I had. 

I think I can best express the cost of 
holding on to it by telling you that I didn't 
see our oldest son (then a small baby) 
awake for a year. My wife used to ask, 
“When are you going to get to know this 
boy?” 

3. Learn to make decisions. Since most 
people hate to make decisions, the ability 
to do so will give you a head start in com- 
peting for top jobs in business. 

I've found that you learn to make de- 
cisions just as you learn to throw a bas- 
ketball through a hoop—by constant prac- 
tice. 


' Be Patient 


N THIS REGARD, my best experience 

| was in the advertising department 

where we were.constantly forced to 
meet deadlines. 

4. Be patient—if you work for a com- 
pany that recognizes and rewards a good 
job. This is sometimes the bitterest pill an 
ambitious young man or woman must 
swallow.

I had to fight impatience for years. Long 
after I got out of the mop-slingingsdepart- 
ment, I kept eg du myself, “When will I 
get a real job?” Then, shortly before the 
war, I got offers from other companies— 
the kind of offers that meant a new fur 
coat for my wife. 

For weeks, I couldn’t cat or sleep. 
Finally I decided to stay with Heinz a few 
more years. This decision, of course, led 
to my “real job” in war 

Incidentally, a successful business 
career requires a lot of understanding from 
people around you. My wife, for example,

Care- 

fully she selected a cigarette from an ex- 

quisite silver box, a gift from Prince Faisal 
of Saudi Arabia.

An expert tells how to spot the danger signs and what parents can do 


DETROIT. 

T HAPPENED on a school playfield here recently. 

Two teen-age girls had started by shouting at 

each other. Then their shouts turned into curses 

and finally, in a moment of uncontrolled rage, 
they leaped at each other like wild animals. 

They kicked, bit, punched, pulled hair. They rolled 
about on the ground, mauling and bruising. When 
police finally pushed through the crowd, they found 
two exhausted little girls crying, bleeding—and still 
hating each other. 

Later investigation uncovered some curious -facts 
about that tragic, purposeless fight. The girls had had 
a long-standing feud. A week before, they had 
“promised” publicly to fight at an appointed time and 
place. 

Their parents, told of the plans, had failed to act. 
So—they fought, and nobody won. 

That's just one of 1,082 cases in a study of why 
girls of 8 to 16 get into trouble with police. The study 
was directed by Dr. William W. Wattenberg, of the 
department of educational psychology at Wayne 
University here, in co-operation with the Detroit 
Police Department Youth Bureau. If you're a parent, 
their findings can be of real help in understanding 
your daughter. 

Why do young girls get into trouble? And- what can 
parents do about it? 


Bask Differences 


ys Dr. WATTENBERG: It is generally conceded 
that most juvenile delinquency stems from in- 
fluences of early childhood in home, school or 
neighborhood. That appears to be true for both girls 
and boys. But this most recent study points to certain 
revealing differences between problem boys and girls. 

Those differences can help parents to a better un- 
derstanding of what makes children tick—and perhaps 
hold the key to prevention of delinquency. 

First, delinquent boys tend to cut themselves off 
from their homes. They go out, join gangs and simply 
use their homes as “refueling stations.” Forces outside 
the home tend to keep them in delinquent behavior 
patterns. 

With girls, that often is not true. They are likely to 

' spend more time at home. More frequently, home 
conditions are at the root of their problems. 

So more delinquent girls than boys come from 
broken and quarrel-ridden homes. Ironically, delin- 
quent girls and their parents usually appear on the 
surface to have close ties; actually, they tend to use 
this closeness for vicious “in-fighting” athome. 

Second, it takes much more. for a girl to become a 
delinquent than for a boy. In other. words, home, 
_ school or neighborhood influences have to be really. 
pri 3 ht 


mits a delinquent act, the factors that keep her going 
along the pathways of delinquency can be found right 
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in the home. And most often, the mother is primarily 
involved. Father, other relatives, school and neighbor- 
hood all can contribute, but the girl’s mother plays 
the No. 1 role. 

Girls in the 11-to-16 age group really worry abovt 
getting along with people. They realize that ultimately 
they will be called on to assume a woman's place in 
our society. To learn the ways of womanhood, they 
depend on their mothers for all sorts of simple and 
complicated guidance. Girls want to be helped to judge 
everything from a new pair of gloves to a new friend 
or teacher. 


The Girl Gropes 

UT WHEN A mother fails to help her daughter grow

little everyday-life situations, the daughter tends 
to feel incompetent and inferior. Groping on her own, 
she is more likely to become a delinquent. She may 
even feel so neglected by her mother that she decides 
to “get even” by disgracing the family. 

For example, says Dr. Wattenberg, if the girl has 
been guided by her mother in the simple technique 
of making friends, the youngster won't have to steal 
candy and bribe other girls to play with her. But a 
girl who cannot get friendship and help from her 
mother may look to someone else to fulfill those needs 
—perhaps a boy or girl in school. That’s where trouble 
can start. 

When a girl has to depend on outside influences, she 
may stop listening to what her mother says. Typically, 
the mother complains that “nothing I say makes any 
difference to that girl.” But outsiders may make a lot 
of difference in pushing the girl toward misbehavior. 


. What can parents do to keep their children happy . 
and out of trouble? Dr. Wattenberg advises: 


1 Take a relaxed interest in the girl and her doings. 
Don't act like ‘a spy. Don’t establish a pattern of 
always forcing your daughter to accept your ideas.

For Sale: Torpedoed Treasure 


Millions of dollars’ worth of cargo, sunk in World War il, awaits the highest bidder 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 

OMEWHERE off the Atlantic coast 

near Long Island, New York, there 

is at least $1,000,000 worth of 

sunken treasure waiting for the first 

person who can locate it and get a U.S. 
salvage permit. 

It's the cargo of the cumbersome World 
War Il freighter Maiden Creek, which 
foundered in a storm December 31, 1942. 

Leased by the Government and deep- 
laden with valuable lead and copper con- 
centrates for our allies, she was wallowing 


through the forward hatch. Towering 
waves poured tons of water through the 
opening into her hold. Before dawn, after 
frant working the pumps, captain 
sal coos ahdsinesaiay and weeded tok 
plunge to the bottom. 

‘The wreck never has been found. If aid

dreds of wartime merchant ships, sunk by 
submarines or disaster at sea, that litter the

1950, the Maritime Administration 
TRsittes through its shipwreck récords, 
picked a few tempting prizes and in- 
vited private bids for the sunken treasure. 
- Thus far, only 12 wrecks have been sold 
to private bidders. Yet the Administration 
has charted over 1,000 of them. Half have 
been written off as “not salvable”—usually 
because of underwater hazards. Some car- 
‘goes were perishable and. are 


worthless. In other cases, the cream of the — 


tractors, whose wartime salvage operations 
reclaimed $675,640,000 worth. But many 
times that amount remains under water. 
Getting it up is a gamble, requiring in 
some cases large amounts of money to pay 
for salvage equipment and crews. In most 
cases, though, the Maritime Administra- 
tion has detailed cargo lists from which 
you can figure a ship's probable value. 
A modern treasure hunter will find him- 
self entangled with a legal octopus if he

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NCLE SAM'S treasure-laden wrecks are 
strewn along the shipping lanes all 
the way from Halifax, Nova Scotia, 

to New Orleans, La. 

Probably the most valuable prize 
claimed thus far is the Edward Lucken- 
bach. Holds loaded with precious tin, zinc 
and antimony, she rests in 60 feet of water 
five miles off Smith Shoal Light near Key 
West, Fla. 

Shortly after dark on July 1, 1942, as 
the Luckenbach pushed its way along the 
coast, two stubby-nosed torpedoes 
punched into the port side of her forward 
engine room, chewing jagged, gaping holes 
in her hull. She plunged to the bottom 
almost immediately. 

A hurried emergency salvage job was 
ordered by the Navy. Under wartime con- 
ditions, using clamshell buckets, the firm 
of Merritt-Chapman & Scott brought up 
4,530 tons of ore valued at $1,400,000. 
But another 5,000 tons of ore still lie in 
the shallow waters. 

The right to salvage it was won recently 
by an ex-merchant seaman named: Robert 
Jaquith, who outbid the Italian firm of 
Peca Associates. Jaquith agreed to turn 
over 36% of the salvaged cargo to the 
U.S. Even after expenses he should net a 
small fortune. 


Tires for the Taking 


AQUITH also made another deal to sal- 
J vage the sunken Laertes, a Dutch ship 
chartered by the U.S. for World War 
Il service. She was caught by two tor- 
pedoes as she nosed along the east coast 
of Florida the morning of May 3, 1943. 
She lunged over quickly and came to rest 
on the bottom at half-funnel depth. A rich 
cargo of steel bars, tanks, trucks, copper 
wire and accessories is waiting for Jaquith 
a few feet under the brine. 

Most of the cargo is waiting, that is. A 
few weeks ago Jaquith hustled his wife 
aboard an old PT boat and, with a crew 
of professional divers, set out to inspect 
his prize. After a preliminary dive, he re- 
ported that poachers had made off with 


part of it—including, for-some unexplain- 


able reason, the waterlogged tires off the 
rusty Army trucks.

water shallow enough to be explored by a 
man equipped only with a pair of trunks 
and a set of strong lungs. But for anyone 
with courage, capital and know-how, 
there are rewards to be won. 

Two more underwater jackpots soon 
will be offered for bid by the Maritime 
Administration — if they haven't been 
Offered already. One is the Warrior, a 
World War I cargo ship laden with mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of copper and brass. 
In July, 1942, torpedoes opened up her 
port side. She sank in three minutes in 
300 feet of water off Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad., After almost 12 years, her cargo is 
believed still intact. 
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HE OTHER is the Alexander Macomb, 

a Liberty ship torpedoed 200 miles off 

Halifax the same week as the War- 
rior. Bound for Murmansk, she carried a 
multimillion-dollar cargo of brass rods and 
sheets, copper wire and aluminum ingots, 
steel bars and supplies for the Russian 
army. When she dropped behind her hud- 
died convoy, the Nazis picked her off. She 
went down in flames, came to rest in 216 
feet of.icy Atlantic water. 

Many sunken vessels, the Maritime Ad- 
ministration hastens to explain, are prob- 
ably worthless except for scrap. Some 
carried perishable cargo, others were 
empty when sunk. The cargoes of some— 
tankers, for instance—went up in smoke 
when they were torpedoed. 

With scrap metal from the sunken hulls 
bringing only $23 per ton in Pittsburgh 
and salvage experts claiming it would cost 
$100 per ton to salvage it, the Govern- 
ment doesn't expect to sell many ships for 
their scrap value. 

Nevertheless, J. A. Hanna of Jersey 
City, N. J., paid $1,165 each for eight 
sunken tankers. All eight went down dur- 
ing the war within a few miles of each 
other, heaped together in a tight knot off 


the Louisiana coast, forming an under- 


water junk yard. One of them, the Ben- 
jamin Brewster, lies in only 37 feet of
